Women’s Union 1988-89 budgcl 
that were reported in the Sept. 7 
issue of the Daily. We feel strongly 
that the article grossly misrepre- 
sented the Women’s Union, its re- 
lationship to the SSMU and the 
salient facts. 

The Women’s Union budget 
and the rewriting of the Women’s 
Union constitution are not, nor ever 
have been, conditional upon ex- 
tending voting privileges to men.

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New AIDS policies point

Universities across Canada are gathering forces to draft 
new, comprehensive policies for dealing with AIDS cases 
on campus. Meanwhile a Nova Scotia based student 
Union, SUNS, struggles to create a far-reaching AIDS 
resource base for student unions across Canada. In the 
face of administrative hesitancy students have shown a 
determination to unite and educate each other.

In Montréal, -there are 445 known cases 
of AIDS. Researchers have developed a 
rough formula for estimating the rate at 
which the disease will spread. They 
multiply the known existing amount of 
cases 40*50. That means about 20,000 
Montréalers have been exposed to the 
AIDS virus. In Canada, out of 1,717 
reported cases of AIDS, 929 people have 
died. And the Federal Centre for AIDS 
estimates that 30,000 to 50,000 
Canadians arc infected with the virus that 
causes AIDS. 

Universities have been slow to enter the 
uncharted territory of dealing with 
students, faculty and non-academic 
employees who may be carrying a 
serious, communicable disease. 
Prejudices about the dangers AIDS 
carriers are said to represent still exist, 
yet no medical evidence supports the 
fears of transmission through body 
contact or close proximity. 



Consequently, newly released university 
policies arc a mixture of caution and 
reasonable, humanitarian principles- a 
mixture that leaves many wondering just 
whose rights they purport to protect 
Representatives of the University of 
British Columbia, Carlcton University in 
Ottawa, Nova Scotia’s Dalhousie 
University, and Concordia University in 
Montreal are enthusiastic about their 
universities' new policies. They glowed 
with pride to have one formulated, but 
were often unsure of what exactly it said. 
UBC’s AIDS policy is 5 short 
paragraphs, but administrators regard it 
as a major achievement 
The key debates are focussed on 
mandatory testing for all University 
members, secured accessibility to 
facilities for those who test HIV positive, 



job security for university employees 
who prove infected, rights to personal 
privacy balanced with public rights to 
knowledge, and anti-discrimination 
guarantees and preventive education 
programs. 

Student conc3rtis have been raised both 
by administative cautions, and by the few 
new policies to be drafted. There is a 
reassuring amount of student activity 
across Canada, some of it really 
ambitious, some of it witty, all of it, 
unlike administrative policy, direct and 
to the point On many campuses, faced 
with reluctance on the part of university 
administrations to confront the issue of 
AIDS, students have taken the job of 
educating their peers into their own 
hands. 



The policies 



Community groups, the media, and 
national umbrella organizations like the 
Canadian Aids Society [CAS] have 
berated universities for their slowness in 
forming and implementing AIDS 
policies. Community educators predict 
that as the number of AIDS cases grows, 
caution will grow to panic and hysteria if 
universities are not prepared with 
rational and humane policies for dealing 
with the growing numbers of students 
and staff who have AIDS. Says Fiona 
Nelson, member of the Ontario Public 
Education Panel on AIDS, “for goodness 
sake, get the policy in place before you 
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need it. Because, if you need it, 
University stampeding and panic and 
hysteria can really cloud your judgement 
Just because it’s an academic institution 
doesn’t mean they aren’t capable of 
hysteria." 

Acccording to Nelson, AIDS policies 
arc even more important at the university 
level, where most students "arc cither 
sexually active or thinking about it". 

Carlcton University is currently the 
only Ontario university with an official 
AIDS policy. It rests on two basic 
provisions: no discrimination against 
employees or students who have tested 
HIV positive, and the neccessily for 
putting solid educational programs in 
place. Carlcton has guaranteed AIDS 
victims admission, cmloyment, and 
protection of privacy. 

Carlcton has also guaranteed complete 
access to facilities to AIDS victims, 
including labs, cafeterias, and residence 
housing, an especially controversial area 
University of Ottawa rector Antoine 
Diorio points out, “This type of thing 
looks fine and open minded on first 
glance, but we must look very carefully at 
it”. Under Carlcton confidentiality rules, 
people with AIDS will be living in 
Carleton residences without their 
roommates being aware of it. 
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But according to Internal 
communications manager Heather 
Brown, "Carleton’s policy is based on the 
medical evidence of how the disease has 
spread — AIDS is not an easy disease to 
get People living and working together 
are not going to be contaminated. That is 
what extensive medical study has shown 
us. It’s types of sexual behaviour, use of 
intravenous drug needles, things like 
that that spread AIDS, and this is where 
educational programs must be focussed. 
The philosphy behind this policy is that 
you don’t get AIDS living and working 
together. 

“Carleton is committed to reviewing 
each case individually, so we can make 
adjustments as the need arises," she 
added. 

Canada’s largest university, the 
University of Toronto, with 50,000 
students and 12,000 staff members, has 
come under attack for moving slowly in 
the fight to develop coherent policy. 
Their faculty of medicine has just 
recently drafted a proposal for itself, 
which is to be reviewed for application to 
the general university community. But 
this policy will not come into effect until 
at least Spring of 1989. 

Dalhousie University in Nova Scotia 
came out with its official policy last 
week, and it is the first in the province. 
Dalhousie guarantees absoulute 
confidentiality, subject to the limitations 
of federal and provincial law, and to 
required information regulations for 
employee benefits packages. At the same 
time, the Dalhousie policy declares itself 
"strongly opposed in principle and 
practice to mandatory screening for HIV 
infection”. 

It is roomy and indulgent clauses like 
this one that have student activist groups 
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options for those who are eventually 
going to be victimized by them. 

Trainer added, "It is very difficult to 
know one’s rights when the policies are 
filled with these disclaimers, the policies 
could ultimately be useless. The rights of 
the students and faculty must be made 
very clear”. 

The Student Movement 
“The whole crisis in AIDS began in the 
school system when a student was 
removed from school for testing HIV 
positive last year,” says Reardon. “As 
chair of SUNS I was given a mandate to 
respond to this." Consequently, SUNS 
made a detailed representation to the 
Nova Scotia Task Force on Aids. 

“We outlined clearly what we believed 
were the rights of those who tested 
positive for HIV, what we believed were 
the responsibilities of students, 
universities, and governments," he said, 
“We were encouraged to follow up, and 
together, SUNS has made a commitment 
to the establishment of an education 
community. 

“We don’t think governments or 
university administrations are prepared 
to say what needs to be said, and we 
believe students will listen to what we 
have to say. We are students doing for 
themselves what others couldn’t possibly 
do as well.” he added. 

“Just to demonstrate, the Nova Scotian 
provincial government has funded us 
every step of the way, but have made it 
clear they don't want their name 
attached. They don’t want to be 
responsible for pamphlets we produce 
with explicit information about sex, but 
at the same time, they realize it has to be 
done,” Reardon said 
Politically, SUNS, which represents the 
University of King’s College, Dalhousic, 
Mount Saint Vincent University, Nova 
Scotia College of Applied Art, Acadia 
University and St. Francis Xavier 
University, calls for guarantees that 
AIDS infected students will not be 
removed from school, confidentiality, 
and eventually wants to see freedom of 
sexual orientation outlined in the Human 
Rights Act 

This summer, SUNS’ student 
governments have made a committment 
to sit down with their universities and 
establish a policy on AIDS. SUNS 
guidelines will be used as a model to form 
AIDS policies at each university. 

“Each student union, regardless of 
administration, has set an objective this 
year regarding their own AIDS policy 
regarding eductation, access, and 
confidentiality," says Trainer. 

The Ontario Federation of Students, 
led by Shelley Potter, has launched an 
orientation week project to distribute 
“condom wallets" to all new students, 
along with an information brochure. 
Member campuses were given the option 
to distribute the brochure, the wallets, or 
both. 



"Local campus associations ordered 
what they wanted as an orientation thing, 
and also ordered supplies if they were 
having AIDS awareness weeks," said 
Poller. 

Altogether, five Ontario University 
student unions took advantage of the 
offer, including the University of 
Western Ontario, the University of 
Ottawa, Laurcntian University, and the 
Universities of Toronto and Waterloo. 
The wallet’s outside flap warns students 
‘Don’t Get Screwed’, while inside it 
reads ‘Use Condom Sense’. 

According to Potter, there have not yet 
been negative reactions to the campaign, 
although she claims "I’m ready for 
them”. “All we wanted to do with the 
condoms was initiate discussion and 
raise awareness, not dictate sexual 
mores, as some people seem to think.” 
Last year, Quebec Education Minister 
Claude Ryan forbade the free 
distribution of condoms in Quebec 
schools and colleges, claiming they 
would encourage promiscuity. 

Student Battles 

York University student Ron Kelley 
speaks at length about his infamous 
AIDS hotline at the university, which in 
its three months of operation last spring 
answered about S20 calls and distributed 
around 11,000 pamphlets. 

“We lost our university funding last 
June, because they [administration] felt 
we weren’t credible," says Kelley. “But 
we tied ourselves to the Aids Committee 
of Toronto, and got a panel of seven 
lawyers to help us. The university has 
become alot more receptive," says 
Kelley, “They have to give us some 
freedom." 

Students fighting to help combat AIDS 
and raise awareness about responsible 
sexuality frequently find themselves 
battling conservative University 
administrations as well as the disease 
itself. The Sexually Transmitted 
Diseases clinic at University of Toronto 
also lost their funding, after they started 
distributing condoms. They were 
accused of acting irresponsibly by the 
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“We might go over there and distribute 
the condoms ourselves," said Student 
Union president Juanita Montalvo. 

Canadian national associations like the 
Canadian Association of University 
Teachers [CAUT], Medcorc, and the 
Association of Universities and Colleges 
of Canada [AUCC] are helping 
universities to draft their AIDS policies. 
CAUT has made setting 
rcccomcndations and guidelines for

university administration. 

This September, SUNS distributed an 
AIDS information brochure and condom 
package to their member student unions.

McGill University has remained 
entirely out of the picture. According to 
visiting scholar Margaret Duckett, “the 
faculty of medicine made a proposal to 
Senate to adopt a policy sometime last 
year, and the response was no such policy 
was needed. Meanwhile, Concordia has 
drafted a reasonably detatiled policy they 
are refining currently. 

“Montréal has the second largest 
proportion of AIDS victims of any city in 
Canada. The Chairman of the faculty of 
Medicine Dr. Jack Gilmour is also a 
member of the Canadian Aids 
Association,” she said, “I would have 
thought it would have been appropriate 
for McGill to show some leadership in 
this area." 

“It is the responsibility of an 
educational institution to make sure 
people are informed. The statistics say 
that one out of every 150 Montrealers is 
an AIDS victim,” added Duckett. 
Clearly, it would be fantasy to assume 
nobody at McGill has AIDS.

lesbian rights activists and working 
class socialists. 

Despite British Prime Minister 
Margaret Thatcher and her conser- 
vative policies, the British arc more 
tolerant and ready to accept the 
differences in society, Smith 
added. 

“We can make progress as long 
as we do it in the proper way" he 
said. 

According to the three Québec 
speakers who addressed the gay 
caucus, the situation for gays and 
lesbians in Montréal “is not para- 
dise” although they don’t face the 
same problems as their British 
counterparts.
